Sketch ofthe Year's Progress. 


A Rich and Extensive Tributary Trade— 
Mercantile and Manufacturing Chat. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SENECA; June 27.—Whenever chance or 
business leads us into a town or city, and we 
see around us ample evidences of the spirit of 
progress in large and well-stocked stores and 
solid, substantial improvements, we always 
think, if we do not say it, “There are good 
reasons for this thrifty appearance of 
things.” a.

*“Has it power to assemble in Augcst with- 
out your consent’”’ was asked. 
Governor Butler replied that the legisla-

HAD NO POWER ‘ 
to reassemble without his consent, and if it 
did it would have in its session whatever re- 
sistance he could offer.

BOGUS CHECKS. 


A Seung Mone Wholesale System of 
bbery and Swindling. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, June 30.—Samuel Stern, a 
young man of good education and pleasing 
address, sonof Mr. Joseph Stern, dealer in 
clothing and cloths at No. 258 Canal street, 
was arrested yesterday, charged with having 
swindled a number of merchants in this city 
by means of bogus checks. The detectives 
had been searching for young Stern for sev- 
eral months, and they finally captured him 
in the Bowery. The first complaint against 
him was . received by the police from Mr. 
Charles W. Schuman, a jeweler, at No. 24 
John street. who reported that Stern had 
purchased jewelry and diamonds from him 


to the amount of $650, and had paid for 
them with a check which subsequently 
proved to be worthless. From the descrip- 
tion given of the swindler,in the above case, 
it was learned that Stern was the operator 
in each case. When arrested he was brought 
to police headquarters, where he was identi- 
fied by three of his victims. He made

was the senior member of the firm of Joseph 
Stern & Son, in whose store he was em- 
ag ee y He became infatuated with a woman 
of bad character, and for nearly a year be- 
tore September, 1882, he had been stealing 
from his father’s store to procure sr to 
lavish on her.

Hot Weather as Shown by the Thermometer 
in St. Louis lo-Day. 


This is the hottest day of the present summer. 
Were it not for the delightful breeze which has 
been blowing all day the heat would be more 
severely féit than itis. Hot as it is, however, the 
30h of June of Iiast year was... con- 


siderably warmer. The thermometer 
at eight o’clock this morning registered 
| 79 degrees Fahrenheit, at 120’clock 1t bad climbed 
to 84 degrees and at 3 o’clock it stood at 89. Ats 
o'clock a.m., on June 30, 1882, the thermometer 
registered 83 degrees, ut 12 o’clock it was 8 de- 
grees and at3o’clock it was 89 aegrees, exactly 
what it was to-day atthe same hour.

Dispatch Expose—An Investigation to be 
Demanded Shortly—A Few Opinions on the 
Subject of Hospital Abuses. 


‘*They’re just a scrubbing and a cleaning 
things up at the Marine hospital, I tell you.” 
an ex-patient, who keeps well posted on the 
subject, remarked thie morning to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter. “They say. that the 
place would hardly be recognized by anyone 
who had been there before the Post-D1s- 
PATCH turned the institution up-side-down.” 
Such, upon investigation, proved to be the 
case. Ever since the first report was made 


of the horrible condition of the place, the 


managers, in order to be ready for 


aby sudden inspection, official or 
otherwise, which might overtake 


them, have been rears: « reforms in. the 
direction of cleanliness’ whith have proved 
most beneficial. Clean sheets have been laid 
on the béds and, although the unaccustomed 
glare of white linen has tried the eyes of 
some of the patients which had become .ac- 
customed to the softer tints of dirt-grey and 
ravy-brown, the result has on the whole 
en of great advantage from a sanitary 
point of view. It is said that one of the 
patients, whose bed-linen haa been changed 
during his sleep, narrowly escaped a severe 
chill upon his waking, his bewildered senses, 
when he beheld the pure white cuvering, suc- 
cumbing to the hallucination ’§ that 
& show-storm had up in 
the night. This probably is 
an exaggeration, but itis one of the stories 
which are afloat about the hospital, which, 
just now, is occupying the attention of steam- 
boaimenu, to the exciusion of the flood and 
ail ofMer matters of interest to them.” 

“I have not yet had time to look into the 
hospital affair,’’ Mr. H. Lourey, vice-presi- 
dent of the St. Louis and Mississippi Valley 
‘Transportation company, said this mornin 
to a Post-DisPaTcu reporter; ‘but 1 inten 
to do so fully. Lhave just got back from 
Chicago, and while I was there I read in the 
papers 

A FULL ACCOUNT 
of the hospital’s condition which they had 
copied from the Post-Dispatca, of course, 
I cannot yet express a personal opinion as 
to the hospital’s condition, but 1 am con- 
vinced that the subjectis one requiring in- 
vestigation and Iam going to investigate it.” 

Congressman-elect J. U. Broadhead was 
also visited by .a Post-DiIsPATCH reporter, 
to whom he said: “I read the article in the 
Post-DispatTcu relating to the Unitea 
States Marine hospital, and made up my 
mind to jook into the matter before going to 
take my seatin Congress. I shall visit the 
hospital and if aiter imspection [ find 
that reforms are necessary, Ishail do what 
lean to havethem made. Of course the 
hospitai is totin my district, but then any- 
thing of interest to the whole city can claim 
my attention. Another matter which I in- 
tend to thoroughly investigate in order to 
bring congress’ attention to it is the condi- 
tion of the barracks here. 1 am credibly in- 
formed that the quarters of the soldiers are 
anything but what they should be. The 
blame, as Il understand it, does not rest with 
the officers, who dv the best the 
can, but with congress, whic 
has not made sufficient provision for 
the purpose. In these matters I ‘shall be 
glad to coéperate with the Po8T-DISPATCH 
in effecting reforms which wiil increase the 
ecomfurt of our soldiers and sailors.” 

Congressman-elect J. H. McLean said that 
he had not read the article in the Post-Dis- 
PATcH, having been so busy of iate, but, 
when the reporter engaged him in-convers:- 
tion on the subject of Marine hospital 
abuses, he showed a remarkable knowledge 
of the facts.as Drought out in the expose 
wade a few days ago. ‘The fact of the mat- 
ter is,’ the doctor-statesman replied with

driven to loafing arvund the streets or 
spending his time in beer saloons and other 
places utterly unfit for a convalescent man 
to stopin. Now if we had a snug-harbor 
these men, being cured of the complaint 
which took them to the hospital, would 
able to lie up in it for three or six or even 
nine days if necessary, and thoroughly re- 
gain their strength there before attempting 
to resume work, Asitis 1 have seen sailors 
turued out of the hospital and expected to 
go back to work who hadn’t the strength to 
uita cat, much less the tremendous loads 
which are tackled. by the healthy roust- 
about. ‘This is the measure I want to carry 
through cunsress, and will if 
i only succeed in. gaining the seat 
which was given to meby a clear and incon- 
testable majority of the voters of the Ninth 
uistrict.” 

At the office of Conrad & Co. the steam- 
boatmen, in whose employ pilot James was 
at the time of the explosion, which resulted 
in his painful hospital experiences, the re- 
porter saw a son of the principal, who said

This morning, 
however, the petition of the 
wife was brought in court again and filed, a 
signal of renewal of hostilities.

Mrs. Koester alleges that she always 
behaved herself and was a kind, dutiful and 
aiiectionate wife.

Koester alleges that ber husbaud denied her 
in the presence of friends, intimating that 
she was not his wife. He falsely accused 
her of having killed other people, but de- 
ciared thatshe should not get away with 
him. One day he locked her up in the 
house; said that he had killed two lizards 
and was determined to kill another, meaning 
her. Hefrequentiy cailed her a witch, a 
lizard, a beeizebub and other derisive names. 
On the 2ist of the present month, being un- 
able to tolerate this kind of thing any 
longer, Mrs. Koester left her husband. She 
asks for a decree of divorce aud restoration 
of maidea name, Mary McGee.

TRADE DOLLARS, 


The Raid Against Them in New York-- 
Their Status in This City. 


“I see the New Yorkers have organized a 
raid against the trade dollarand that it is 
going to be generally shoved out of circula- 
tion,” a Post-DISPATCH reporter remarked 
this morning to an official at the U. 8. sub. 
treasurer's office. The official acknowledged 
that he had read of the affair and said, when 
asked for information regarding the coin’s 
status in this city: ‘There are quite a large 
number of them in circulation here, and 
from ten to twenty are presented here for 
redemption every day. Of course we reject 
them as they are not legal tender. 


“How do the shop-keepers treat them 
when tendered?” 

“Some of them refuse to take them, but 
many prefer tolose the discounton them 
rather than lose trade. These coliect them, 
and as soon as they have a quantity on hand 
dispose of them to brokers at a discount of 
one to two percent. 1 see that bullion brok- 
ers are picking them up in New York ata 
discount of from ten w fifteen icents. 
This is ny profitable work, considering 
that the trade doliar contains more silver 
than the daddy dollar.” 

“Do you think that the war upon them 
now going On in the East, will result in their 
being sent here in any quantities?” 

“| hardly think so, asitis generally known 
among the brokers that the coin is in dis- 
favor here, and that its occasional reception 
at par in the way of businsss would soon be 
stopped if they began to be offered in greater 
quantities than at present.” 

At Wm. Barr & Co.’s dry goods store, the 
cashier, Mr. Wright, said: 

“We have Been taking the trade dollar at 
par, simply as a matter of accommodation to 
our customers. We get a few of thei offered 
every day, and itis easier and more agreea- 
bie to all parties concerned for us to suffer 
the slight loss involved than to refuse them 
or charge a discount. We get rid of them at 
a& discount of from one to two per cent.”’ 

“Is there any chance of these New York 
brokers trying to unioad the trade dollars 
they are now pen or in the west?” 

“Possibly they might. if they were to do 
so then we would ali refuse to take the coin 
under any circumstances. As it is, we try 
to make things as pleasant for our custom- 
ers as possible. These punched coins are 
a nuisance, but if we should attempt to 
charge the propes discount on them they 
would be doubly more so. We lose from 10 
to 20 per cent on all of it that we take in, but 
then there is some consoiation in the fact 
that we are helping to get the stuff out of 
circulation. ‘This reminds me that a street- 
broker, who heard I[ had a lot of it on hand, 
the other day came and made me an offer for 
it, which was so favorable that | accepted 
it. What he did with it I don’t know, but 
a short time afterwards I heard of his gettin 
into some trouble oat on the plains, and i 
wouldn’t be surprised if he had undertaken 
the introduction of punched coins into the 
simple community and had incurred their 
displeasure.”’

*‘Well, no; I believe they took a milder 
view of his case than that, and simply re- 
quested him to transfer his establishment 
eisewhere. If there is any attempt made to 
get the trade dollars now being accumulated 
in the east into circulation in the west, we 
shall soon recognize the fact, and I shall take 
pais to notily the Post-DispatcH. In the 
meantime we shall go on taking them as 
usual and standing the loss.

FAILURES FOR A HALF YEAR. 


A Marked Increase in the Number and 
Liabllities. 

New YORK, June 30.—The approximate 
figures of the business failures over the en- 
tire country for the half year ending to-day, 
compiled by R. G. Dun & Co., indicate a 
marked increase in the number and extent 
of the liabilities as compared with the cor- 
responding period of the two previous years. 
For the first six months of 1881 the failures 
were 2,862; for the first six months of 1882, 
3,597; for the first half of 1883, 4,637. The 
liabilities show a greater increase. In 13881 
the liabilities of the first six months were 
$40,000,000. In 1882 .they were $50,000,000, 
For the first six months of 1883 they reached 
$66,000,000. The increase in the liabilities 
for the last haif yearis attributable largely 
to speculative failures in the west, but even 
deducting the indebtedness springing from 
this cause, the increase in failures and lia- 
bilities is very marked, It is noticeable, 
however, that during the second quarter of 
thé year the mercantile disasters are much 
less) than in the _ first quarter, in 
which a bulk of the increase occurs, 
so that it is possible the worst part of the 

ear has been got over. Reports as to the 
 Aeepe Parone outlook from ninety-seven trade 
centers indicate a more hopeful feeling as tu 
the future.

THE DEFAULTING TREASURER. 


M. T. Polk in Court—A Glimpse of the 
Prisoner. 

NASHVILLE, TENN,, June 30.—A prominent 
lawyer of this city who accompanied me into the 
court-room where ex-Treasurer Polk Is on trial 
declares a doubt of Davidson county furnishing 
twelve men qualified to sit in the jury-box.

and therefore an incidental part of bisex- 
penditures. 

Club life ts not so expensive as the outside 
world imagines. The principle is that of the 
commonwealth, and the aimis not to make 
money, but give everything atas near cost 

rices as possible. All the clubs, except the 

tos club, “run” their own bar ‘and res- 
taurant, generally “‘making a loss’ on the 
restaurant, which, however, is partially or 
wholly recovered by the profits from the 
bar. Itis estimated that the annual dues 
will defray the running expense of the club, 
that is, the rent, attendance, light, heat, etc., 
apd the receipts from the bar and restaurant 
maintain themselves. ‘The problem of the 
restaurant is a vexatious question in all the 
clubs. Ifit is given to a steward at his own 
risk it is claimed that his prices are too high; 
if it is run by the club and the prices charged 
just cover the cost, it generally runs behind 
and the profitsof the bar ave relied on to 
balance the two accounts. All the clubs, ex- 
cepting the Lotus, the Vaivere et. the 
Lambs, the Madison and the St. Nicholas, 
own their club-houses; and the Union 
e, the Century, the Union, the 
Knickerbocker and the Manhattan clubs 
own, consequently, valuable real estate, the 
bonded interest on which, however, amounts 
to a handsome rental. 
Club life cannot be led bya manin mod- 


ry of a book-keeper orclerk, If a man can 
afford to belong to a club he can afford to go 
to first-class restaurants and bars, and he 
will find his club sneapes. The prices at 
the club for ediblesand liquors range from 
those of, say, the Sinciair house or the Astor 
house, and say Delmonico’s and the Gilsey 
house. Aman in moderate circumstances 
would not steadily patronize any of those 
places, but would go to the Continental hotel 
or some such place, and to him the ciub 
would be beyond his means. Feeing the serv- 
ants is forbidden by the rules in all the clubs, 
but in this housea box is placed for the serv- 
ants, and the saving in this respeet and sim- 
jiar others about pays the annual dues, which 
ranges from $30 per annum to $100. The 
initiation fees range from $100 to $1,000. ‘he 
membership at most of the clubs is full, and 


| membership is consequently only secured by 


avacancy from death, resignation or other 
use. he different clubs have different 
ules in regare to creditand posting for in- 
debtedness, but the majority of them “‘post’” 
publicly on the bulletin board after twenty- 
jour hours, or at furthest the expiration of a 
week. lt is considered no disgrace be 
ow sc but simply a gentle reminder oi the 
ndebtedness, unless. indeed, the delinquent 
allows the charge toremain up until he is 
suspended and finally dropped for non-pay- 
mentofthe same. It is a curious fact worth 
noticing that the richest men in thé club are 
Beneraily those who are posted. 

Strangers in the city are frequently made 
card members by the courtesy of onewof the 
members; that is to say, they receive a card 
entitling them tothe privilege of member- 
ship for two weeks, the giver of the card be- 
ing held responsible by the club for any 
debts the visitor may contract and forget to 
pay. Unscrupulous adventurers, young

A Big Yield of Potatoes. 
Frcom the San Luis Obispo (Cal.) Tribune. 


About 1855 or 1856 a man by the name of 
Parker, who lived on the Mokelumne river, 
in San Joaquin county, made oath before the 
commissioners of the San Joaquin agricult- 
ural society that he had raised 2,500 bushels 
of potatoes on an acre. The story was 80 as- 
tonishing that a committee was appointed to 
investigate it. They reported that the ground 
was planted as usual in the spring, and ma- 
cared a large crop of potatoes; that before 
the potatoes were dug the June rise of the 
river sent the water near to the surface, pro- 
ducing a second crop on the surface, the 
ground being nearly covered with the pota- 
toes. When the water went down, a month 
or two Jater, a third crop set in and matured 
below the first. The committee dug several 
hills, which produced from_ seventy-five to 
eighty-seven pounds each, The top potatoes 
were sunburned and worthless for the table; 
the first crop was,of course, worthless,and but 
a small quantity of the lower or third crop

The valet somehow has not become a pop- 
ular adoption fm this country, and is one of 
the few foreign customs which extended 
travel has not imported. Not dghe of our 
mitlionaire kings and princes employ a val- 
et. Secretaries and amanuenses they may 
employ; but only afew young men about 
town, like James Gordon Bennett, Wright 
Sanford, Frank Lord, Rutherford, or such 
men have valets. Mr. Vanderbilt spoken to 
on the subject the other day at the Gentle- 
unan’s Driving association, replied: 

“Uh, a valet would be in my way. [ don’t 
want _y one bothering about me as long as 
I can help myseif.” 

Mr. Gould declared “a valet would be in [{ 
his way half the time.” Mr. C. P. Hunting- 
ton bluntly said he would convert a valet in- 
to a messenger boy before he had been with 
him haifan hour, if one should be sent to 
him as.a joke. Saturday D. O. Mills meekly 
said; ‘ldo not want any valet. I can look 
after my own clothes and things.” ‘I'he late 
Colonel Fisk employed as a valet one Bar- 
ton, a barber, who, however, was merely a 
paves interpreter for him, after shaving 
1im in the morning. 

The American characteristics are too ac- 
tive, independent, self-reliant to submit to 
the impositions and extortions of a valet. 
[The accommodations of American hotels 
and houses are too general and liberal for a 
valet to be of much service here. The serv- 
ants here incidentally perform half the du- 
ties of a valet. A valet is indispensable on 
the continent. Mr. Mackey, the California 
millionaire, employs a valet while he is over 
in Europe; brings him back when he comes. 
disinissing him and starting him in business 
here. Retired valets in Europe go tu keep- 
ing cabarets and lodging-houses. Here they 
open barber shops, news-stands or suburban 
saloons. Barton, Fiske’s former valet, 
threw down the razor to grasp the carving- 
knife, and now keeps a restaurant. Pierre, 
the valet of the late Gov. Beach Lawrence, 
has opened a gentieman’s furnishing goods 
store on Sixth avenue. Many elderly and 
invalid gentlemen have valets. Ex-Gov. 
Tilden hasan English vatet who has been 
with him for years. 

The oldbody servant wasa jolly, easy- 

olng soul, but the imported vaiet always 
1as an eye to the future, and levies constant 
toll on his employer’s pockets and wardrobe, 
claiming that itis necessary fora valet to 
emulate in his expenditures and dress his 
master. Even foreigners visiting us find 
valets not so serviceable as on the conti- 
nent, because of the accommodations of our 
hotels and the efficiency of the attendants; 
and the youthful Duc de Morny, who was 
recently over here, sent his vaiet back to 
Paris soon after his arrival in this city.
